This was encouraging in view of 
the fact that early in March, the 
firm sent a letter to Chairman 
Philip K, Allen of the board of 
selectmen urging caution on the 
part of the voters at town meeting 
in makingappropriationspre= 
dicated on Raytheon’s expanding 
here, 

In its announcement of the op= 
tion deal, the firm repeated that 
no decision has yet been made on 
whether or not there will be any 
expansion in Andover and said 
that no immediate decision is ex= 
pected, 

The statement issued by the 
company is as follows: 

**Raytheon Company has taken 
an option on 180 acres of land at 
the southeast corner of River Rd.

the brook, to run along the brook 


However, the manager said, at 
some point the plans were changed 
since running the huge pipes along 
the brook bed was found not to 
be. feasible and that it would be 
more: expensive than the new plan 
which calls for a cut diagonally 
across the park, 

Lindholm pointed out several 
specific objections he had to the 
work and asked that the ‘rat 
problem’’ be solved, 

He told the selectmen that rats 
are numerous in the area and had 
“*attacked’” a child, 

The town manager expressed 
surprise at this allegation and 
asked that the name of the child 
be given in confidence to him or 
to the board of health, 

At the direction of the select= 
men, the manager was instructed 
to bring the charge to the atten= 
tion of the board of health and to 
ask for an investigation, 

Bulldozers and scoops went to 
work in the park during the week, 
tore up yards of the turf and made 
high heaps of topsoil prior to the 
cutting of the big ditch to hold 
the pipeline, 

In preparation for the construc= 
tion work, large supplies of mater= 
ials were delivered to the park and 
put in piles. These included bricks 
and pipes which were unloaded 
from trucks. 

A report circulated that at least 
one woman resident of the neigh= 
bohood was threatening to go out 
and sit in front of a bulldozer to 
protest the work, The threat did 
not materialize. 

Most of the complaints con= 
cerned the present damage being 
done to the park and future fears 
for what condition the brook will 
be in after the water has been di- 
verted into the pipeline. 

Several ‘expressed the view that 
the brook should be allowed to run 
in its natural course ‘and that the 
pipeline be used to carry off the 
excess when there was danger of 


Manager Bowen was told by the 
selectmen Monday night to have 
the town engineer survey the sit= 
uation and make a report to the 
board, 

Bowen explained that the plan=- 
ning for the containing of the waters 
of the brook were made a number 
of years ago by the state and that 
the decisions were made prior to 
his administration,

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Editorial Comment 


In The Park 


At a time of year when most homeowners are busy 
smoothing the winter lumps out of their lawns and puttering 
around to make their yards attractive, the park in front of 
the East Junior High School is getting pretty badly chewed 


up 


It’s all part of the Rogers Brook project and for a good 
many weeks townspeople are going to be inconvenienced 
to a degree by the operations. 

The work is being carried on by the state. The brook is 
to be piped and enclosed so as to prevent flooding such as 
occurs from time to time. 

The original plan, made some eight years ago, was to 
have the pipes run along the bed of the brook. Engineers 
later found that this would be very expensive as well as 
very difficult Trom a construction standpoint. As a result, 
the pipeline’s course was changed so that it now cuts 
diagonally across the park which at this time of year is 
indeed very attractive, or was before the scoops began 
their work. 

The rich topsoil is being stored in piles until such time 
as it is again restored, seeded and rolled into a new grass 
carpet. The piles of soil and the trenches across the lawns 
have given the park a pretty scarred look. 

In addition, it has been found that there are several 
large trees in the path of the pipeline which will have to 
be cut down. Town officials have already received protests 
over this phase of the job, but there isn’t much that can be 
done they say. When the job is finished, new trees will be 
planted to replace those cut down. 

According to present plans, the bed of the present brook 
in the park will be left as it is and will not be filled in. It 
will serve to carry off surface water and will continue to 
add to the aesthetic appearance of the park, town officials 
say. 

Rogers brook has presented some thorny problems over 
the years and it seems that the end is not yet in sight. The 
present segment of the pipeline is just another phase of 
the work. Another section is to follow and this may not be 
constructed for several years. 

Townsptople who are distressed at the marring.of the 
park, those who will be inconvenienced when a section of 
Main Street is closed — and this will be hardest on the mer- 
chants — will have to show a lot of patience and under- 
standing until the job has been completed. 


Annual Event 


Hundreds turned out for the Conservation Day program 
last Saturday at the Recreation Park. The event was spon- 
sored by the Andover Village Improvement Society (AVIS) 
with much assistance being given by other organiza- 
tions, including the Boy and Girl Scouts. 

A lot of town officials were in attendance and they were 
impressed. 

At Monday’s selectmen’s meeting, Chairman Philip K. 
Allen expressed his delight with the program he attended 
and then suggested that this be an annual event officially 
sponsored by the town. 

His colleagues agreed with him without hesitation and 
an annual Andover Conservation Day came into being to be 
sponsored by the selectmen. 

AVIS is to be congratulated on inaugurating this nature 
project and so are the selectmen for voting to make it a 
permanent Springtime event in Andover. 


Lock The Car 


Every city and town in the Commonwealth will join in a 
campaign to lower the rate of automobile thefts in Massa- 
chusetts. This state has a record of car thefts twice that 
of the national average. 

Massachusetts Public Safety Commissioner Leo L. 
Laughlin is directing the drive which is being conducted 
by the New England Citizens Crime Commission, The U.S. 
Justice Department, The Massachusetts Police Chiefs 
Association and the State Police. 

Drivers are blamed for not locking their cars and making 
them easy prey for car thieves, many of them teenagers. 
This area has its share of stolen cars, many of them in- 
volved in accidents. 

Commissioner Laughlin says that 78 per cent of all sto- 
len cars are unlocked and 42 per cent either have the keys 
in them or the ignition on. 

Assisting with this drive isn’t very hard, All it requires 
is to see that the car you are driving is locked before you 


walk away from it.

some individuals, and at the 
moment and by itself not costly, 
should become another govern= 
ment responsibility; even as we 
complain about the ever expanding

Accordingly, it is hoped that 
those who have, up to now, con= 
sidered mostly the apparent pos= 
itive aspects of fluoridation by 
government decree and taxation, 
shall reconsider the matter, Then, 
it is hoped, they shall give fair 
weight to the opportunity for prac= 
ticing and improving the priceless 
art of discipline by supplying their 
own fluoridation and the schedule 
for taking it.

More than 40 million Americans 
will seek fun in the sun through 
water sports this summer, but only 
a fraction of them will know how 
to get the most out of swimming, 

**Tearning how to swim is the 
first rule for enjoying yourself 
in the water,’® says James J. 
Kennedy, YMCA Aquatic Director. 
*It*s easy, it’s fun and the best 
time to learn is now,’” he suggests, 

He points out that about half 
of the 7,000 swimmers who 
drowned last year were in the 
water by themselves, ‘‘Even good 
swimmers,’ reminds Kennedy, 
use the buddy system, Make sure 
you and your kids use it also.” 

Reviewing other techniques de- 
veloped by the YMCA through 80 
years of swimming know-how, 
Kennedy warns swimmers about 
stunts and antics and taking un= 
necessary chances in the water. 

**Comedians belong onthe stage, 
not in the water, where they may 
find themselves unexpectedly in- 
jured,”” says Kennedy, ‘‘so stay 
away from water wrestlers and 
don"t worry about getting applause 
from spectators, 


Checking Water Safety 


“One should swim only at those 
beaches and pools protected by 
trained lifeguards who have the 
proper rescue equipment,” he 
adds, ‘‘At private pools, a skilled 
swimmer should always be near, 
and the pool should be fenced in 
and locked when not in use,” 

Obeying warning signs is a good 
swimming habit too, says Kennedy. 
He emphasizes the importance of 
heeding signs telling of shallow 
water, strong currents, debris and 
especially pollution, 

A strong warning for parents: 
**Keep your eye on the kids at 
all times, says the Y director, 
“for they can slip out of sight 
very easily. Be especially aware 
of them if they’ re using inner tubes, 
or other aids. These could carry 
them to deep water, 

*“*Don*t be dared into a race you 
might not finish,’® he continues, 
**Know your limitation, That means 
not trying to swim farther or longer 
than you safely can, 

“If danger comes, keep calm,"® 
says the YMCA expert, ‘‘Take 
advantage of your body’s natural 
buoyance and float. Try to grab 


onto something until help 
arrives.”° 


He emphasizes the need for 
would-be heroes to exercise 
caution when they hear cries for 
help, ‘*You should call for help 
also,» he warns, adding, ‘‘don’t 
attempt a life-saving mission un= 
less you are a practiced swimmer 
skilled in life-saving techniques. 
It’s less dramatic, but more 
effective to try to reachtheperson 
yith a pole, rope or clothing rather 
than to swim towards him,” 

If emergency artificial respira= 
tion is required, the WMCA 
recommends the mouth=to=mouth 
method because it is effective, 
simple and easy to learn, 

But the Y director hopes that it 
won't be necessary to use the 
mouth=to=mouth or any other 
method, 

‘Swimming relaxes you, is an 
easy means of exercising, and it 
toughens the body. But to get the 
most out of this healthful activity, 
you’ve got to have the basic skills 
and a knowledge of commonsense 
safety rules,*” says Kennedy,

considerable effort to streamline 
and simplify procedures for the 
town departments, King advised 
switching to the town’s purchasing 
forms and said he felt the school 
department could adjust easily to 
the town form which Bowen plans 
to present soon. 

Absorbtion of the school system 
accounting into the town accounting 
function is another matter, accord= 
ing to King, He sawtwoproblems = 
that the town’s procedures have 
not completed their mechanization, 
and second, that school department 
records require such an amount 
of detail, peaking in June andJuly, 
to meet state requirements, that 
they may tax the capability of the 
town’s NCR 500 to provide account 
subdivision, King said that since 
the town machine is presently 
unable to encumber accounts on a 
routine basis because of a man= 
power shortage in the accounting 
department, they are certainly 
understaffed to take on any new 
accounting responstfbilities now, 
and time will tell whether the 
machine can provide the detailed 
accounting required on school de= 
partment records, He recommend= 
ed that the school department con= 
tinue its present accounting system 
for now.
